‘The most celebrated goldsmith of the Renaissance was Benvenuto Cellini, 
a swaggering scapegrace from Florence whose affinity for weapons and 
wenches, as related in his Autobiograp! s famous as his talent for 
art. Yet the only known gold work by Cellini which exists today is the 
elaborate saltcellar on the opposite page. And even this 
the 11th hour from the melting furnace where count! 
gold were sent by owners who needed quick currency for a war or a dowry. 

‘The saltcellar was made for Francis I, King of France, who in 1540 sum- 
moned Cellini from Italy, equipped him with a castle for his workshop and 
commissioned him to make some ornaments for the royal table. Cellini set 
to work with chisel and hammer and, using his French mistress for model, 
fashioned the languorous figure of Tellus, goddess of earth, and Neptune, 
the sea god. Around the base he carved sea horses, figures symbolizing the 
winds (right) and the times of day (below). On the pepper holder he placed 
a nymph (above) and on the salt basin a glowering mask (top right). But 
after Francis’ death his successors earmarked the saltcellar for the ovens. 
A court treasurer rescued it and a few years later it was presented as a gift 
to the Habsburgs. Along with other metal masterpieces (following pages) 
once owned by the Habsburgs, it is now part of the Vienna collections 
(Lire, Oct. 24, 1949) which are winding up a two-year tour of the U.S.

The Archduke Ferdinand of Tyrol, to whom the Cellini saltcellar was 
charles IX of France, was particularly addicted to collecting 
of famous warriors and kings whom he constantly badgered 
with letters requesting their military trappings. This ornate helmet 
and suit of armor belonged to his brother, Emperor Maximilian II. 
Made around 1565, it was embossed by an Antwerp goldsmith with 
floral scrolls, lions, serpents and decorative scenes depicting the labors 
of Hercules. It was designed to be worn in parades, not on battlefields.

CLOUD-CUCKOO LAND 


Headaches, exploding bottles, “pregnant men” 
plague city of La Paz, Bolivia (alt. 12,400) 
by SAM BOAL 


One day last week, as on nearly every other day, an unsuspecting tourist 
stepped off a plane in La Paz, Bolivia. He was hardly off the runway 
before he began to experience the following discomforts: his head began 
to ache; he grew nauseated; it was all he could do to huff up a short 
flight of stairs. Quite understandably, he wondered if he had gone mad. 

Inasense he had done just that. In the same sense so has nearly every- 
one else in town. No, perhaps not everyone—not those whose stub- 
born immunity to the local malaise enrages all sufferers. But what first- 
time visitor to La Paz, the altitude-happy, biggest city of Bolivia, can 
arrive with any guarantee of being lucky? At 10,000 feet the U.S. Air 
Force requires its pilots to put on oxygen masks. Yet La Paz, a city of 
321,000 people, is 12,400 feet high. It is the loftiest big city in the world. 
The traveler to La Paz has been breathing oxygen through a mask 
while in the plane. Stepping into the rarefied atmosphere—the airport 
rises to 13,400 feet—is like taking a stiff drink. It is about the equivalent 
of one and a half very dry Martinis. The visitor feels giddy. Perhaps he 
does not notice it, but he has already begun the lazy “La Paz Shufile.” 
He definitely notices that he is beginning to feel deliciously drowsy 

‘These sensations are not necessarily unpleasant, but in any case they 
will not persist. Distress comes fast, and for a man it takes a most un- 
usual form. He gets the symptoms commonly attributed to expectant 
mothers. He flies into preposterous rages. Though he feels overtired, 
he finds it difficult to sleep, and when sleep does come it is fretful and 
unrewarding, His appetite may disappear. On the other hand he may 
suddenly be gripped by violent cravings for strange foods. The visitor's 
mind becomes leaden and his memory lags. His tongue, nimble with 
the first exhilaration of altitude, is now slow. His feet are cold. The 
annoyance is heightened by the bitter knowledge that there is not a 
thing he can do about his troubles. Until his body can adapt itself to 
altitude, a process which usually takes about six weeks, he has to wait 
it out. He is an embattled figure, a man harassed by mild malaise. 
‘As such, he may soon fall into a lethargy of self-pity. 

Given the necessary time, however, he usually can adapt. For the 
most part he is as well off as a “normal” Bolivian. But normalcy in La 
Paz is relative. There are still several things that the visitor cannot do. 
He still cannot walk at a brisk pace, and he is unable to undertake any 
exercise more violent than dancing. His wits return but his memory

Paz which residents always dust 
off for the visitors: “For heay- 
en’s sake, don’t open the whisky 
when the children are in the 
room, The fumes will get them 
drunk.” It is not quite that bad, 
but the effect of alcohol at La 
Paz’s altitude is sometimes ex- 
traordinary. In the first place, 
any drinking party there literally 
starts off with a bang. Because 
the liquor is bottled at lower al- 
titudes, a fifth of Scotch opens

with a pop, a magnum of cham- 
pagne with a thunderous roar. 
As the drinks go round, the ef- 
fects are felt quickly. The man 
who can hold his liquor at sea 
level loses his capacity at alti- 
tude. He does nothing particu- 
larly shocking; he simply passes 
out, struck down by a blow he 
never felt. 

Sooner or later, however, lo- 
cal afflictions are cured by local 
remedies, and La Paz is no excep- 
tion, The cure for this forlorn 
situation lies in the rumba, the 
samba and the conga. 

The medicinal effects of a hot 
Bolivian samba on someone who 
has been drinking are startling. 
In La Paz men and women who 
hate to dance gladly submit to 
the bone-breaking rites of the 
conga line. They have learned 
that the price of a few drinks is 
the conga or a coma. Indeed, 
there are several aggregations of 
rumba fiends who can be hired 
for private parties just to keep 
the guests from slumping into lit- 
tle piles around the living room. 

The most striking aspect of 
life at altitude is that the people 
seem to think slowly and forget 
quickly. In the U.S., sometimes 
the secretary forgets to mail the 
important letter. In Bolivia she 
forgets to type it; or perhaps the 
boss forgets to dictate it; even 
if both remember, the secretary 
forgets to return from lunch. So 
commerce takes on a dreamy as- 
pect, with salesmen sometimes 
forgetting to take orders or farm- 
ers omitting the delivery of or- 
anges to the market because 
they forgot to pick them. Thus 
it is that most businessmen go 
around with their pockets stuffed 
with tiny notes addressed to 
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Never 
Before!

Many of the curious things 
which happen to human beings 
at high altitude are psycholog- 
ical, but they all spring from 
one physiological fact: the man 
gripped by altitude sickness is, 
ina sense, suffocating. He is not 
suffocating to death; this would 
be violent and sudden. Nor is he 
panting: His rate of breathing is 
very little increased if at all. Yet 
though his lungs do not seem to 
be hungry for air, his tissues are, 
especially the tissues of the brain. 

‘There is nothing odd about air 
at altitude except that there is 
less of it. Its physical compo- 
nents are exactly those of sea lev- 
elair. The trouble is that the den- 
sity of the air around La Paz is 
about 70% of the density of air 
at sea level. This means that, 
breath for breath, people from 
sea level are getting only three 
fourths of the oxygen they are 
used to. This is what gives the 
visitor such weird sensations. 

* Oxygen is distributed to the 
various parts of the human body 
by the red corpuscles of the blood 
which carry it from the lungs 
to wherever it is to be utilized. 
Within a few weeks these red cor- 
puscles increase on an average 
of 15%. This helps, and in fact 
makes life bearable. But it does 
not completely make up for the 
thinness of the air at altitude, 
and even when the visitor is 
“adapted” his body is still rav- 
enous for more air. This continu- 
ing hunger is what produces the 
strange manifestations of life. 

‘As one goes to even higher al- 
titudes than La Paz, to the tin 
mines on which the entire econ- 
omy of Bolivia rests, other fune- 
tions are retarded. A non-Indian 
supervisor of the tin mines, at 
18,000 feet, can stay in the mines 
only a day or two at a time. Aft- 
er that he fumbles his work and 
walks about stupefied. At the end 
of the day he remains in his office 
when everybody else goes home, 
and there he sits, staring blankly 
at the silent walls. His servant 
then comes and leads him home. 

One of the world’s greatest au- 
thorities on the effects of altitude 
is Dr. Alberto Hurtado, direc- 
tor of the medical department 
of Panagra, the South American 
airline owned by the W. R. Grace 
Company and Pan American 
World Airways. Panagra flies 
regularly at altitudes greater 
than those of airlines in other 
parts of the world, so Dr. Hur- 
tado has been studying these 
wacky phenomena for years. Dr. 
Hurtado agrees with previous 
findings that altitude has a defi- 
nite effect on the fertility of peo- 
ple not born in the heights. It

Anyone in Lima, Peru, which is 
nearsea level, who is traveling to 
La Pazis sure to be told that once 
he gets there he will lose all in- 
terest, at least temporarily, in the 
opposite sex. It is a question 
which is obviously difficult to 
answer scientifically, but every: 
one in South America makes 
lame jokes on the subject. 

Although man can generally 
adapt himself to high altitudes, 
not all animals can. Cats, for ex- 
ample, die before they can be- 
come accustomed to the alti- 
tude. This would seem to pose 
a rather nasty problem for Bo- 
livians, since rats and mice can 
survive at altitude and might 
be expected to take over. For- 
tunately there is the local bal- 
ance. Altitude affects the fertil- 
ity of rats and mice so that their 
litters sometimes contain only 
one offspring. 

The short-term visitor may 
be beset by headaches, nose 
bleeds, pregnancy symptoms and 
cold feet, but he has a compen- 
sation in which the Bolivian can- 
not share: the visitor can always- 
go back down to normal again. 
The effect is a tremendous sense 
of well-being, a huge appetite 
and an ability to sleep like a 
baby for a whole day. Not so for 
the man born in the mountains. 
Medical research into the oppo- 
site of altitude sickrress is even 
sketchier than research into the 
disease itself. But evidently the 
mountain man who goes down 
tothelowlandsexperiences many 
of the same symptoms. The hot, 
humid weather bothers him too. 
And he tends to get tuberculosis. 
y year some 100,000 moun- 
tain men go down to the lowlands 
looking for agricultural work. By 
three months’ time virtually all 
of them are back on the moun- 
tain tops again, Life at 12,500 
feet may be slightly cuckoo, and 
the mountain man may long for 
a land where people remember 
things, a man can drink stand- 
ing up and the cats outnumber 
the rats. But the only place left 
for him is La Paz, the wacky city 
in the clouds.

A GOOD MAN GETS A BIG JOG 


Bob Lovett, civilian, takes over General Marshall's old command 


In just two days and after the barest of formali- 
ties the U.S. Senate last week confirmed the 
President’s nomination of a new Secretary of 
Defense. No senator who rose to pay tribute to 
the retiring secretary, General George C. Mar- 
shall, could say enough in praise of the new one, 
Robert Abercrombie Lovett. Unusual as this 
was in partisan Washington, it was not unusual 
at all in the case of Bob Lovett. He is the un- 
fortunately rare good man and great public 
servant who does his duty and is the despair of 
biographers who depend on colorful anecdotes 
to make their subjects attractive to the public. 
Almost the worst thing that has ever been 
said about him was said some time ago by Henry 
Wallace. Trying very hard to score, Wallace 
denounced Lovett as a “Wall Streeter.” 
Lovett, whose father was once head of the 
Union Pacific, actually left his Wall Street in- 
yestment banking firm 11 years ago when the 
late Henry L. Stimson called him to join the 
old War Department. Except for two brief in- 
tervals he has been in Washington ever since. 
His devotion to work—he has hardly any hob- 
bies and no social life—has preserved the essen- 
tial privacy of his personal life. A rare exception 
is the picture of him above with his wife Adele. 
Even more exceptional is the fact that, in an 
administration where party loyalty has often 
been the first test for office, Lovett’s politics 
have remained strictly a matter between him 
and his ballot, But Truman, even when Lovett 


was in brief retirement in 1946, kept pressing 
him to take important assign 

The man is respected in Washington for qual- 
ities of mind highly prized but seldom found 
there—incisiveness and independence of judg- 
ment. Once having made up his mind Lovett 
has a record for speaking it—and with consid- 
erable force. Though he seldom raises his voice 
e seldom matched in 
Jes. His opinions are often unpopu- 
lar but they are usually right. In 1949, when 
others were appraising France’s strength, he 
predicted her collapse. He was General “Hap” 
Arnold’s closest associate but during World 
War II publicly opposed the air chief's dear- 
est dream—a separate air force. When Presi- 
dent Truman was about to send Chief Justice 
Vinson to meet with Stalin in 1948, it was Lov- 
ett, as Undersecretary of State, who forestalled 
the move. 

When Lovett took over his new post last week 
the Pentagon was scarcely aware there had been 
any change. The day of his confirmation the 
new secretary was deep in a conference with 
General de Lattre de Tassigny, who had come 
to ask for aid in Indo-China. The shift went 
smoothly because General Marshall, a master 
of the art of delegating authority, had for many 
months let Deputy Secretary Lovett run the de- 
partment except for policy guidance. As he left, 
Marshall said of his successor, “There is no man 
. . . like him for stepping in and taking charge.”

The men of the Princess Pats were as good as any on the line in Korea. If 
they were different at all from other U.N. forces, it was that they were 
volunteers, every man among them, and they knew what was in store 
when they signed up last year with the Korea-bound Princess Patricia’s 
Canadian Light Infantry.

EDITORIALS 
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DE LATTE AND WIS MESSAGE 


A formidable Frenchman has arrived on our shores with an 
important message. General Jean de Lattre de Tassigny of 
Indo-China holds the world’s second hottest front against 
Communism (Lire, Jan. 22), a front whose long-term strate- 
gic importance is greater than Korea’s. He comes here at a 
season when, the monsoon being almost over, his front alw 
begins to get hotter; and at a time when Mao tung must 
decide whether to support Ho Chi Minh with a full-scale 
southward invasion or not. Of all new battlefronts where 
American troops may soon be fighting, Indo-China is gener- 
ally considered the likeliest. So De Lattre’s timely visit should 
set us reflecting on what that front is all about. 

General de Lattre is a sort of French MacArthur—a young- 
er MacArthur, that is, and strictly non-fading. He is tempera- 
mental, brave (eight wounds), flamboyant, stubborn, brainy 
and hard to get on with unless you admire him, which most 
who know him do, Commanding the French First Army in 45 
under General Devers, he made an unauthorized excursion 
and took Ulm just because Napoleon had taken Ulm. The 1 
hour party he threw for Devers at Lake Constance after V-E 
Day, where the guests passed two miles of Goumiers holding 
torches and the music came out of the trees, is still remem- 
bered with awe by those present. After the war he reorganized 
the French Army with a revolutionary training program 
which has practically eliminated the national inferiority com-

The case for such a commitment comes up against the same 
old priority question—Europe or Asia first—that underlay 
last spring’s MacArthur debate. But De Lattre’s case neatly 
illustrates the phoniness of this dilemma and the complete 
interdependence of all fronts, East or West. Not only is De 
Lattre’s war what he calls “the same as the war in Korea,” 
it is the same war that General Eisenhower is trying to keep 
away from Europe. 

The political interdependence is even more real than the 
military. For example, the French politicians, like our own, 
have been only half committed to De Lattre’s war (some 
Frenchmen call it “the dirty war”). But they use its cost 
(31,000 dead and missing, $2 billion) as an excuse when Ike 
presses them too hard on their duty to European rearma- 
ment. In fact, France could not have supported this war 
politically or financially had not ECA poured a comparable 
sum into France. For our part, we have given French policy 
in Indo-China formal diplomatic support and some direct 
arms aid—but discreetly, so as not to seem like Asia-firsters 
to frightened or neutralist opinion in France. 

De Lattre’s victories, and his increasingly true claim that 
French colonialism is a dead issue out there, have recently 
done much to popularize his war back home (last spring Paris 
nt him 15,000 fresh troops). This clarification of the French 
s of enormous benefit to Ike in rearming the Continent, 
East and West fronts, even if rival claimants on sup- 
. are also mutual stimulants toward that political confi- 
dence that must precede real military strength. 

French unity and vitality are the key to Europe’s. As De 
Lattre banished neutralism in Indo-China, we can reduce it 
in France by giving their Asia-front hero the support he needs. 
So let us hope that he and his Pentagon friends agree on some 
new direct U.S. commitment in Indo-China—not least be- 
cause it will help Eisenhower by stimulating France in Eu- 
rope. And also because it may inaugurate a period of closer 
U.S.-French ti 

If a Chinese invasion should formally make Indo-China 
another U.N. war, De Lattre might command U.S. troops, 
just ax Ridgway commands European troops. Why not? It's 
the same war. And he is another general who likes to win. 


“FANTASTIC” BUT NOT INCOMPRERENSIBLE 


The high-voltage senatorial adjec 
weapons (“fantastic ... stupend 
imagination” etc.) may or may not sc alin; they certain- 
ly scare a lot of Americans. And the scariest thing about them 
is that outsiders—the press and the publie—don’t know the 
exact measure of truth behind the adjectives and can’t find 
out, Behind this uncongenial but unavoidable fact is a more 
tractable question: from what they can find out, how she 
press and public react? 

‘Two of the commonest reactions seem to us wron; 
to use one’s enforced ignorance as an excuse for professed di 
tast cience is just too ‘complicated for ordinary compre- 
hension” readily becomes “These weapons are inhuman and 
ought to be abolished, don’t you think?” Both statements 
may be true, but neither follows from the other, nor from the 
degree of secrecy officially imposed. The other wrong reaction 
is to let ignorance deaden one’s curiosity, or (what is worse) 
to become suspicious of other people’s curiosity. Whenever 
new atomic or military information appears in print, some 
American is sure to accuse some other American of “making 
things too easy for Stalin.” Even the commonsensical Robert 
Ruark recently objected to the publication of news about 
atomic submarines (LiFe, Sept. 3). 

This week (pp. 121-133) we describe the Matador and other 
new or imminent weapons. We know the whole subject is ob- 
jectionable to many people. They are at liberty to skip it, but

if they skip it they have less right to moralize about it than 
those who try to find out all they can. 

As far as security is concerned, the chief sources of new 

weapons information—the Pentagon and the AEC—are more 
than adequately hedged with rules and safeguards. Journal- 
ists keep poking this hedge to keep the moss down, but they 
do not jump it. Within these limits, Pentagon and AEC would 
like people to know as much as possible. If technical problems 
permit, the AEC will probably put its next Bikini-type test 
on television, And just consider the implications for the in- 
fantry of the new tactical atomic bomb. Wide dispersal means 
that every doughfoot should have to be at least as intelligent, 
highly trained, expensively equipped, mobile and self-sup- 
porting as a Ranger. Could you raise such an army from a 
populace that thinks nuclear physics and modern’ military 
‘ience are dangerous thoughts? 
This age of technological marvels strains the average intel. 
ligence; but it does not make the average intelligence obso- 
lete, nor does it necessarily point to apocalyptic holocausts 
in a push-button war. On the contrary, it gives literate Amer- 
icans and their press an added duty to keep informed. Secrecy 
is dangerous per se to democracy, and we all know less than is 
good for us, not more. Nor should anyone rest his tired curi- 
osity on somebody else’s tired adjective until he knows as 
much about the new weapons as national security permits 
him to find out.

In 1900 Emil Fischer of Germany discovered 
that protein molecules were composed of thou- 
sands of atoms arranged in groups called amino 
acid residues which in turn were strung togeth- 
er in long chains called polypeptides. But chem- 
ists, baffled by the proteins’ complex architec- 
ture, tried in vain to determine the configura- 
tions into which the polypeptide chains were 
folded or wrapped to form molecule: 

Fourteen years ago Pauling and Corey began 
studying the amino acid residues which make 
up protein molecules found in muscle fiber and 
hair. From X-ray diffraction pictures of the 
acids (right) and of whole proteins they were 
able to calculate the ways the residues link up in 
protein molecules.

Berlin scrap dealers salvage statue and reputations 


Germany's critical shortage of metals has turned many of Berlin’s junk 
dealers into “fences,” trafficking in stolen doorknobs and nameplates. 
The reputation of the profession grew worse and then, last December, 
reached an all-time low when Georg Kolbe’s popular statue, The Large 
Sitting Woman. (above), was stolen from the Kolbe museum, chopped into 
pieces and sold to a junkman. Spurred by public outcry, police arrested 
the thieves and dealer. The cut-up metal was returned but there it lay for 
months in a dismal heap (left) because Margrit Schwartzkopff, the heart- 
broken curator, could not raise the 2,500 marks needed to recast the piece. 

Then last March, Mrs. Schwartzkopff received a telephone call from 
Fritz Kaefert; a small junk dealer, wanting to know “whether this girl 
of yours couldn’t be recast.” Yes, replied the curator, she still had the 
original plaster model but no money. Well then, said Kaefert, he would 
restore the good name of Berlin’s junk dealers by raising the money from 
among his colleagues. When the news got out, everybody wanted to help, 
including one Frau Grub, who sent a collection of coins belonging to her 
husband, who is missing in Russia. The coins weighed just one pound, 
enough for one foot of the nude, but Frau Grub was happy because the 
new statue “would contain something of somebody dear to me.” It took 
weeks to recast the statue, largely from metal in the original work, but 
finally the job was done and the new Sitting Woman was dedicated at a 
solemn ceremony (next page). Now the junk dealers are almost heroes in 
the hearts of Berliners and the Siemens electrical equipment company has 
given a burglar alarm to the museum so that there will be no more thefts.

EGLIPSE AT SUNRISE 


Annular phenomenon changes the face of the sun 


On the morning of Sept. 1 the sun rose dim and deformed above the 
Atlantic horizon. For at the same time the moon, too, soared clear of 
the eastern sea and thrust its lightless bulk between the blazing star 
and the earth. As the two celestial bodies raced slowly skyward the 
moon passed directly in front of the more distant sun. The disk of the 
sun gradually shrank to a slender, upturned crescent, shining through 
a curtain of stained clouds (opposite page). Then, for a brief moment, 
it appeared as a perfect circle (below) before swinging clear of the in- 
terfering satellite. 

It was this circular effect which gave the September eclipse its name 
(annular, i.c., ring-shaped) and its distinction. Annular eclipses are sec- 
ond in rareness only to total eclipses. The difference between the two 
is explained by the drawing above. In the case of a total eclipse, the 
long shadow of the moon reaches to the earth, and observers standing 
within it cannot see the sun at all. In an annular eclipse the moon is 
farther away from the earth. It appears smaller, too small to conceal 
the entire face of the sun. As a result, observers directly in line with the 
moon shadow see the moon silhouetted against the center of the larger- 
looking sun, whose bright rim extends beyond it to forma circle of light.

THE FABRIC’S FOLKLORE

WHAT SOME OF THE TALK IS ALL ABOUT 


For weeks the country has been caught ina weird 
fever of belief and disbelief over reports of new 
and mysterious military inventions. An atomic- 
powered submarine (Lire, Sept. 3) was revealed 
and then a similarly propelled plane. President 
Truman spoke publicly of “fantastic” weap- 
ons. Congressmen, emerging from secret ses- 
sions in Washington, said the weapons were 
“stupendous” and “terrible beyond imagina- 
tion.” As the Senate passed a record peacetime 
military appropriation of $60 billion, the head 
of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy said 
that the “destructive power of the atomic stock- 
pile today is truly fantastic.”

That these developments are close to accomplishment is apparent from 
the urgent and secret discussions of tactical A-weapons now going on 
the Pentagon. What has happened within the security-shrouded co 
fines of the Atomic Energy Commission to make this era of atomic pl aty 
possible? For one thing, a gigantic expansion program was begun by 
in 1948. Additions have since been announced to the diffusion plant at 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., which produces U-235, and to the plutonium produc- 
tion plant at Hanford, Wash. Many units were completed by 1950, and 
the magnitude of the operation suggests that production may have been 
doubled. Moreover, the AEC is currently building a whole new plant 
along the Savannah River in Georgia (partially for plutonium) and two 
new U-235 plants near Paducah, Ky. When they are completed, produe- 
tion could conceivably be doubled again. 

e advanced bomb design and more efficient utili- 

years of bomb engineering have 

undoubtedly brought about. About 15 pounds of fissionable material is 
estimated to be the “critical” amount necessary to sustain a chain reac- 
tion and hence to produce an atomic explosion. Early bombs undowoted- 
ly contained much more than 15 pounds as a margin of safety. Now it 
seems safe to assume that bombs can be made with close to the minimum 
amount, and hence that more can be made from a given supply of material. 

Improvements in the “implosion” method of detonation (Lire, March 

26) indicate an even more significarit possibility—the likelihood that im- 

plosion could be used to explode as little as 10 pounds of plutonium (top, 

right). Such a bomb would be reduced in power, would account fer the 

“weak” bombs set off in Nevada, would be an ideal tactical weapon and 

could be produced in large quantities. 

Most impressive of all the new developments is the AEC’s recent an- 
nouncement that construction has begun on a “breeder” reactor (bottom, 
right), and that it is even further advanced than the submarine reactor. 
Currently only 1% of a frighteningly scarce uranium supply can be con- 
verted to bomb material. If the breeder works—its chances are 50-S0— 
it will slowly convert much of the other 99% into fissionable material also.

ATOMIC TARGETS 


To the soldier, the new tactical atomic weapons come as only the latest 
of along series of “new weapons” which have had radical effects on the 
tactics of the battlefield. For centuries these changes came slowly. The 
“thin red line” of British soldiers in the Crimea in 1854 (top picture) 
was, with the musket substituted for the long bow, essentially the same 
formation Henry V used at Agincourt in 1415. But only 60 years after 
Crimea men were burrowing into webs of trenches and dugouts to es- 
cape the high-explosive shells and the new automatic weapons which 
could easily wipe out anything above ground. Two years later the tank, 
which was to make trenches obsolete, appeared and rumbled along 
impervious to rifle and machine-gun bullets. To combat the tank, gen- 
erals in World War II dispersed their troops a few miles in depth and 
anchored their lines with strongpoints which could defy enemy armor. 
Now they are faced with atomic-armed guided missiles against which 
the defenses of 1945 are useless. Instead of lines or strongpoints they 
must now disperse their troops more widely than ever before (p. 129).

Members of her family died and, sine 
er married, she was finally left alone at Clear 
Comfort with her old friend, Gertrude Tate, 
who had come to live with her.

Alice Austen was forced to mortgage 
her home, then to sell her furnishings. When 
she could not meet mortgage payments, the 
bank foreclosed but allowed the two ladies to 
live there in the role of caretakers.

But thanks to the efforts of the Staten Island 
Historical Society, to whom she left her pic- 
tures, and thanks to the appreciation of Pic- 
ture Press, life has begun again for Alice Aus- 
ten—though it is not the life she knew. With 
the sale of her photographs friends were able 
last month to move her out of the poorhouse to 
a private nursing home on Staten Island. She is 
85, and thereis enough money to keep herin rel- 
ative comfort for another 14 months.

The Pope 
Who Remains a Priest. 


In a world brilliantly ornate with pageantry and protocol, Eugenio Pacelli 


lives and preaches the unadorned ideals of prayer, patience and faith 


aliving man, for even the greatest usually 

appear only on tablets and tombstones 
after death. But if we suppose a close observ- 
er wandering in Rome through the churches, 
the yellow squares and the trattoria, among 
the fountains and flower stalls and broken col- 
umns, he would notice here and there about 
the city the memorials to a man still living, 
Eugenio Pacelli. He would see them, in an ob- 
scure side street, on the wall of a house that 
has come down in the world—"In this house 
was born . . .”; in the hall of a school—"Stu- 
dent of this Lyceum during the years . 
at the entrance of a church—"‘Here he m 
tated upon the choice of his vocation . . 
Pope Pius XII mummified in marble before 
his death. 

Our imaginary observer might well won- 
der at this great harvest of tablets. For it is 
not enough to say that Pacelli is the Pope. 
‘There have been so many Popes. They stretch 
away like a column of ants, busy about affairs 
that have often seemed to the world of small 
importance. An odd anonymity shrouds the 
greater number of them—we don’t remem- 
ber them as we remember kings, or even as 
we remember presidents. Their titles, stiff 
and unoriginal, have a kind of textbook air. 
Pacelli becomes Pius XII and already he 
seems fixed on a page of history (rather dull 
history) with all the other Piuses (who were 
they?), fixed like a butterfly on cork, pinned 
out for dusty preservation. 

A few Popes—even to such a Protestant

schoolboy as I was—broke through their 
anonymity. Generally this happened because 
they clashed with kings or emperors who were 
the more interesting characte ce they 
wore armor and swore great blinding oaths 
and made wars and memorable sayings. The 
only memorable saying of a Pope that we 
learnt at school was far too smug—Gregory 
the Great, remarking, “Not Angles but an- 
gels” at the sight of the young blond British 
slaves. One remembered, too, Innocent III 
fulminating against King John, though his 
victory over the king seemed a bit under- 
hand; corpses lying unburied because of the 
interdict did not seem to compare in chivalry 
with burning lead. The Emperor Henry knelt 
in the snow at Canossa and our sympathy 
was always with the emperor (already I 
have forgotten which was the Pope he knelt 
to). Pius V (was it?) excommunicated Queen 
Elizabeth. Pio Nono fled rather absurdly be- 
fore the conquering army of Garibaldi and 
his romantic Red Shirts. And there were wick- 
ed popes like Alexander VI (the Borgia). 
In England in those days just after World 
War I, one knew very litile about the living 
Pope. He was associated rather disagreeably 
with a peace offer the Allies had rejected. We 
were the victorious powers, or so we thought, 
so there was a somewhat disreputable air 
about premature peace offers, and in any 
case peace has small appeal to the young. 
Our history books dealt mainly with wars, 
and as for any peace that passes understand- 
ing, it was not in any university curriculum.

I don’t think it ever occurred to us that 
the Pope was a priest, or that he could be a 
saint. A priest was a small, sour man in black 
who had a tin-roofed church in a back street 
of the country town where one lived; his con- 
gregation consisted mainly, so one was told, 
of Irish servant girls, and he was never in- 
vited to dinner as the vicar was. But still he 
was a human being and had no connection 
with the outdated tiaraed ruler in Rome. I 
remember the shock of surprise at seeing a 
box inside a Roman Catholic church marked 
Peter's Pence—I thought that all that had 
been stopped sometime in the Middle Ages, 
probably by King John. 

But even later, when I became a Catholic, 
the Pope remained a distant hierarchic fig- 
ure, and I imagine he remained so for many 
Catholics, until contemporary history began 
to break into our homes with the sound of 
explosives and the sight of refugees and the 
sudden uncertainty—where shall we be next 
year? The Pope became a man when we grew 
aware that he suffered from the same anxie- 
ties and tensions as ourselves, only infinitely 
extended by his responsibility and his soli- 
tude. When in 1922 Pius XI was elected on 
the 14th ballot, the Cardinal Primate of Hun- 
gary is reported to have said, “We have 
dragged Ratti through the fourteen Stations 
of the Cross: now that he has arrived on 
Golgotha we leave him alone.” For nearly 
20 years now we have become aware of the 
papacy as the point of suffering, the needle 
of pain, and a certain love always arises for 
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THE POPE contimveo 


the man who suffers. Pain makes an individual, whether it is a 
Chinese woman weeping for her dead child or the patient figure 
in the hospital bed or this man in the Vatican. 

We have worked slowly forward in our knowledge of this one 
particular Pope, this priest, not so far removed from our parish 
priest, led against his inclination into a position of responsibility. 
But we cannot see him fully as an individual man unless we see 
him in relation to his immediate predecessors. They have all had 
the same aim—to be the servants of the servants of God, to serve 
the world, to temper the winds of hate, corruption, injustice, to 
give us such peace as it is possible to get here. Pacelli becomes in- 
dividual when we see how he differs from the others in trying to 
attain this aim. 

Since the days of Pius X, who was Pope when World War I 
broke out, that word “peace” seems to chime through all the en- 

cals and papal letters and speeches, as it chimes through the 


Graham Greene was 22 when he first 
became interested in Catholicism. He 
spent three months in long, discur- 
sive arguments with a friend who was 
a priest and then became converted.

Mass—so that we become accustomed to it in its every declension: 
pax, pacis, pacem. When he was asked to bless some armaments, 
he replied, “War! I don’t want war, I don’t bless war, I bless only 
peace. Gladly I would sacrifice my life to obtain peace.” A fort- 
night after war was declared he was dead. 

Benedict XV, his successor, whose peace proposals in 1917 were 
rejected, who was called Papa Bosch by the French and “the French 
Pope” by the Germans, said, “They want to silence me, but they 
shall not succeed in sealing my lips; nobody shall prevent me from 
calling to my own children, peace, peace, peace.” And his successor, 
to whom he said these words, Pius XI, remarked to an English arch- 
bishop as the alignment for the new Hitlerian war became evident, 
“Peace is such a precious good that one should not fear to buy it 
even at the price of silence and concessions, although never at the 
price of weakness.” 

The world has darkened progressively since those days. Pius X 
was an old man ready to give his life, but a prayer is not always 
answered as we want it answered. Benedict believed in reasoned 
diplomacy and failed. Pius XI believed in a mixture of cunning and 
pugnacity, and he failed too. Now a new note sounds from Pacelli, 
the man who was his secretary of state and who from that inner posi- 
tion saw the cunning and pugnacity outwitted, and observed the 
limits of diplomacy. Isn't there a hint of despair, so far as this world 
is concerned, in Pacelli when he speaks of “Golgotha—that hill of 
long awaited peace between Heaven and earth.” Sometimes we al- 
most feel he is abandoning those vast hordes of people we call na- 
tions, the dealings with the war lords and dictators, and he seems 
like a parish priest in the confessional, a curé d’Ars, to be concen- 
trating on each individual, teaching the individual that peace can 
be found on Golgotha, that pain doesn’t matter, teaching the diffi- 
cult lesson of love, dwelling on the liturgy of the church while the 
storm rages—for the storm will pass. In 1943, the year of the North 
African campaign and the final disaster to the Italian armies, he 
issued two encyclicals—on “The Mystical Body of Jesus Christ” 
and on “Biblical Studies.” They must have seemed to the Italian 
people very far removed from their immediate worries, but those 
are the worries that pass, and the subject of the encyclicals goes on 
as long as human life. 

And yet one cannot help exclaiming, “If only they were more 
readable, less staid, tight, pedantic in style!” I doubt whether many 
of the laity read these encyclicals and yet they are addressed by 
form “‘to all the clergy and faithful.” The abstract words, the sense 
of distance, the lack of fire make them rather like a somber editorial 
in a newspaper: the words have been current too long. There are no 
surprises. “As it is by faith that on this earth we adhere to God as 
the source of truth, so it is by virtue of Christian hope that we seek

Him as the source of beatitude.” The words have no bite, no sting, ¢ -—> 
no concrete image: we fecl that a man is dictating to a dictaphone. 
Compare the encyclicals with such writing as the 16th Century's 
St. Francis de Sales, using his chaste elephant or his bees as meta- 
phors, arousing our attention with a startling image: “My tongue, 
while I speak of my neighbor, is in my mouth like a lancet in the 
hand of the surgeon, who wishes to make an incision between the 
nerves and sinews: the incision that I make with my tongue must 
be so exact that I say neither more nor less than the truth.” In the 
encyclicals the incision has not been made: the words clothe the 
thought as stiffly as a plaster cast on an injured limb. 

Not all the Popes have been quite so dry or cautious in their en- 
cyclicals, Leo XIII in his De Rerum Novarum wrote with a kind 
of holy savagery on the abuse of property (didn’t the Bishop of San 
Luis Potosi in Mexico preserve the copies in his cellar till the revolu- 
tion for fear of offending the rich?). And Pius XI, attacking the 
Hitlerian state in Mit brennender Sorge, allowed the personal tone 
of voice to be heard. 

But a Pope—or a saint or a parish priest—is not necessarily a 
writer, and many, if not most, of Pacelli’s encyclicals are not person- 
ally written by Himself, only very carefully revised and approved. 
One distinguished writer has compared the Pope’s own style to the 
Roman fountains, formal even in their ornateness, the Latin words, 
colorless as water but pure and exact, falling with certainty into the 
ageless basins. Roman? Renaissance? Is his formality closer per- 
haps to music than literature? Bossuet, Dante, St. Augustine— 
these are among the very few literary references that occur in his 
writing, but he speaks with real understanding of music. Again one 
is reminded of many parish priests whose worldly interests seem nar- 
rowed by the love of God to a few books and the enjoyment of classi- 
cal music.

Munich in 1917 so that he could act as intermediary for the Pope in 
the efforts to attain peace. Here he saw violent revolution for the 
first time when the Communists broke into his palace. In 1919, 
with the formation of the German Republic, he became nuncio in 
Berlin and later, when Hitler began his campaign for power, he 
maintained close ties with the Center party. (The leader of the 
Center party, now Monsignor Kaas, has remained the Pope's friend, 
is administrator of St. Peter's and is responsible for the excava- 
tions under the Vatican which have disclosed the old Roman ceme- 
tery where St. Peter was buried. He has built the Pope a private 
staircase, so that he can make his way alone into these caverns and 
talk to the workmen. Walking among his tombs, Monsignor Kaas 
refers with affection to his friend, pointing a finger upwards— 
“Him up there.”) 

In 1929, when Pacelli left Germany, the inevitable cardinalate 
followed. The parish priest was doomed, you would have said, and 
yet he obstinately stayed alive. We can hear him speaking in the 
words of Pacelli’s farewell, so different from the formal encyclicals 
that were to follow. “I go the way in which God, by the mouth of 
the Pontiff, commands me to go. I go this way fully conscious of 
my weakness, believing in Him who uses the weak to put the strong 
to shame. What I was is nothing; what I am is little; but what I 
shall become is eternal.” As the Pope placed the red hat on his head, 
he spoke the traditional words that in our day have taken on real 
significance: “Accept the red hat, a special sign of the cardinal’s 
dignity. This means that you should be ready to shed your blood 
and to die, if need be, in the fearless defense of our Holy Faith, for 
the preservation of quiet and peace among the Christian people... .” 


His papal election broke tradition 


LY a little more than a month later he was appointed secre- 
tary of state to Pius XI, perhaps the most politically active 

Pope since the Middle Ages—the man who revived the Vatican 
State, who fought Mussolini so firmly that Mussolini rejoiced at 
his death, who began the struggle against Hitler not only by his 
encyclicals but by personal affront, leaving Rome when Hitler 
came there and closing the Vatican Museum which Hitler had in- 
tended to visit.

diplomat. Even his photographs, in which the eyes seem expres- 
sionless behind deep glasses and the thin lips suggest little sensi- 
seem to confirm the mental image of an ex-secretary of state. 
It is true he keeps that office in his own hands, assisted by Mon- 
signor Montini, but one who has close knowledge of the Pope told 
me that diplomacy has little importance in his eyes. In the last 30 
seaia, taebPope tieaisoen the copsitee Clallare of diplomacy; since 
he knew so well this world of ambassadors and ministers, he retains 
these contacts in his own hands much as a man keeps the trophies 
on his wall of a sport long abandoned.

Every morning at breakfast the Pope lets loose his two canaries 
and his favorite bird—a small bird with a green breast—I don’t 
know its name. They walk over the table pecking at his butter, and 
his favorite takes crumbs from between his, fingers and perches 
on the white shoulder, “He talks to children,” my informant said, 
“as though they were his birds and to his birds as though they were 
children, . . ."” That was why he has been called Franciscan, and 
the Franciscans next to the Jesuits are his favorite order. Even 
in this short period of relaxation he seems to be making a hieratic 
gesture symbolizing charity. If a man loves enough, every act will 
represent his love.

day. But Pacelli has canonized the child Maria Goretti, who died 


forgiving her murderer. 

Tt is a long time since a Pope has awaked, even in those of other 
faiths, such a sense of closeness. 

Pius XII gives no automatic benediction, though there are still 
dim depths, one feels, in the Vatican in spite of the Roman sun- 
shine glinting on the orders and the swords as one is sieved from 
one audience chamber to another by the scarlet flunkies. The huge 
civil service has to go on functioning, and sometimes in our irrita- 
tion at its slowness, its caution or its pedantry, we may feel that 
it is obscuring the white-clothed figure at the center. The banning 
of Sartre’s books, the recent withdrawal of certain well known 
French Jesuits from teaching—these acts, of course, are not the 
immediate work of the Pope but of the civil service. Three theo- 
logians “advise” the Pope, and one would have liked to take these 
three aging men—one French, one Dutch and one German—out 
into the streets of Rome during the Holy Year, milling with pil- 
grims from China, India, Africa and ask them: Is the Church really 
so insecure that opinion needs to be suppressed quite so promptly? 
How many of the great definitions of the Church would have jill 
lost if even the hint of heresy had always been quickly suppressed? 
But an irritation like this comes and goes; it is not the impression 
that remains, 

One visitor replying to a polite formal inquiry of the Pope 
said that there were two Masses he would always remember. 
One was at 5:30 in the morning, at a side altar in the small Fran- 
ciscan monastery of San Giovanni Rotondo, in the bleak southern 
province of Apulia: the Host was raised in the hands of Padre Pio 
—the aged, bearded priest whose hands are famed through the 
Catholic world for the black, ugly dried patches of the stigmata 
that they bear. The other memorable Mass was the Pope’s Jubilee 
Mass in Rome—the enormous crowd pressed into St. Peter’s, and 
men and women cheering and weeping as the Pope passed up the 
nave, boys flinging their scout hats into the air: the fine transpar- 
ent features like those on a coin, going by, the hand raised in a 
resolute blessing, the smile of “deep affection,” and later the Pope 
alone at the altar, when the cardinals who served him had stepped 
aside, moving with grace and precision through the motions of the 
Mass, doing what every priest does every day, the servant of the 
servants of God, and not impossibly, one feels, a saint. 

But how much more difficult sanctity must be under the Mi- 
chelangelo frescoes, among the applauding crowds, through the 
daily audiences than in the stony flelds of Apulia where the saintly 
priest, Pio, is confined. It is the strength of the Church in Italy that 
it can produce such extremes, and exactly the same thought came to 
one while kneeling among a dozen women in the early morning in 
the Franciscan monastery—or while pressed among the cheering 
crowds in St. Peter’s, It was not after all the question—can this 
Thing survive? It was—how can this Thing ever be defeated?

One year ago, 19-year-old Carolyn Bigham of 
Charlotte, N.C., who had graduated from high 
school that June, was stricken with a severe 
form of spinal meningit recovered but 
the illness left part of her brain badly damaged. 
Almost all her memory was gone and mentally 
she seemed back in ea ‘hildhood. Unable to 
speak, read or w e lay for weeks about 
the house, mumbling half words or staring si- 
lently. Some doctors feared she might never 
regain the full use of her mind, 

Then a Charlotte social worker named Mrs. 
Maybelle Smith volunteered to help Carolyn 
relearn everything she had ever been taught. 
Last Feb. 1 Mrs. Smith began the re-education 
of Carolyn, starting at the first grade and teach- 
ing her to count, to recognize colors, to add 
one and one.

On 
June 1 she triumphantly completed the sixth 
grade and was given a two-month vacation. 
This week she is finishing up eighth grade; high
